With guidance from sponsor Paul 
Mackey, students gain experience 
in putting representative democ­ 
racy into action.

Plan Assemblies
The youthful senators also help 

plan student assemblies and set 
up noon-timo sports programs. 
They distribute milk to younger 
children, serve as assembly ush­ 
ers, and act as hosts to visitors 
at the school. A school-wide 
"clean campus" campaign also

ha* been pushed by the young­ 
sters.

A new innovation Miig year 
has been a Senate-sponsored "cit­ 
izen of the month" campaign in 
which worthy students arc recog­ 
nized and given arm bands pro­ 
claiming "COM."'
